Menlo Park Goes 
Over Top in 
Red Cross Drive 


Menlo Park went “over the top”} 
in collections for the 1954 Sequoia 
chapter, American Red Cross fund 
drive last week, but there was 
still plenty of work to be done in 
other parts of the area, chapter 
officers indicated this week. 

The chapter as a whole had re- 
turned only about 90 per cent of 
its $51,500 quota, as of Monday. A 
total of $46,234.63 was “in and 
counted.” 

Menlo Park went over its $13,- 
300 assignment on Saturday, re- 
porting $13,382.95 on that date. 

At the same time, Atherton re- 
ported it had collected $11,152.08, 
for 81 per cent of its $13,700 quo- 
ta; East Palo Alto had collected 
$1038.39, slightly over 80 per cent 
of its quota; Woodside had report- 
ed 74 per cent of its quota, with 
$4913.40 in to date. 

The. Portola. area looked. like _ 
a safe bet to be the next area to 
reach its quota, figures indicat- 
ed. As of Saturday, $961.21 of 
the $981 assignment for that ar- 
ea had been taken in. 


Redwood City had collected 
$14,785—86 per cent of its quota— 
as of Saturday.

Move fo Simplify 
City’s Laws 
Goes to Attorney 


Recodification of the city’s ordi- 
nances has got to the stage where 
the proposed winnowing of laws 
passed since 1927 now has to be 
studied by the city attorney, it 
was reported yesterday by David 
Jackson, Coro Foundation re- 
searcher who has been in charge 
of the project here for the past 
several months. 

There were 244 ordinances at 
the start of the recodification 
study, Jackson pointed out. About 
175 of them have been superseded 
by subsequent legislation or have 
other wise died. 

Hence, the “weeding” means a 
considerable lessening in the bulk 
of the city’s ordinance book, not 
to mention the elimination of con- 
siderable duplication of wording 
and intention. 

City Attorney James T. O’Keefe 
Jr. is now studying Jackson’s ef- 
forts, to make sure everything 
that should be intact is so, while! 
everything that should be out, is.

Menlo Park Area Boys Vote Tomorrow 


For Official Posts in 


Eighth grade boys at Encinal, 
Hillview and St. Joseph’s school 
and the school division of Menlo 
School and College will go to off- 
campus polling places tomorrow, 
to cast ballots for city officials 
in the 17th annual “Menlo Park 
Boys’ Day,” to be held here April 
28. 

The election climaxes several 
days in which the boys, as the 
various schools, are. waging cam- 
paigns for the elective offices of 
mayor, city council, city clerk and 
city treasurer. 

To give the citizens of tomor- 
row the ‘feel’ of actual voting, 
the balloting will take place at a 
distance from the schools; polling 


places will be at the Harris resi-! 


dence,

drive. 

The elections will be as close 
to the real thing as possible. 
To be used will be regular vot- 
ing materials supplied by the 
county election department; all 
the voters had to register in ad- 
vance and the whole thing will 
be overseen by Mrs. Albert Itt- 
ner of Menlo Park, a long-time - 
election worker. 

Serving at the polling places 
will be girls from the schools, 
who wish to learn some of the 
basic elements of precinct oper- 
ation. 

Following the voting and the 
selection of the elective officials, 
a fire chief, police chief, building 
inspector, city manager and other 
officers will be appointed.

Plans Rushed 
For Research 
Building Here 


Plans for the A. C. Neilsen 
company’s proposed Linfield Oaks 
office building should be com- 
pleted in about a month and con- 
struction of the $100,000 market- 
ing research plant should get un- 
| derway shortly thereafter, it was 
learned Monday night. 


Word of the speed with which 
plans were going ahead was given 
at the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission’s meeting. 

The planners approved a 1.27 
acre site for the building, adja- 
cent to Lane publishing com- 
pany’s property facing Willow 
road, after representatives of the 
latter agency said that they 
agreed that the smaller-than-usu- 
al - minimum site was all right, 
|since the configuration of San 
Francisquito creek limits the use- 
fulness of a larger site. 


The planners also okayed, for 
purposes of architectural con- 
trol, preliminary plans of the 
proposed office. 

According to Franklin Graf, 
| vice-president and western man- 
ager of the firm who represented 
|it at the meeting, the building 
| will be built in two units; the 
first, in the shape of a “U” will 
have about 4100 square feet of 
| floor space and a later unit will 
have a total of about 3250 square 
| feet of floor space. 
| Thirty-one off-street parking 
| spaces will be included in land- 
| Scaping plans.

Belangie thanked the members 
of the council for their “vote of 
confidence’ ’and promised to con- 
tinue serving as Mayor “as long as 
it is feasible, or until I may have 
to leave the office, and possibly 
the Council itself, at some future 
month due to business pressures.” 

Councilman George Ford. was 
nominated as vice-mayor and this 
was unanimously agreed by board 
members Arthur Cobbledick and 
William Lawson. 


Councilman Charles Burgess 
in absentia nominated both 
men to their positions in a let- 
ter read by the city clerk, Mrs. 
Margaret Becker. Burgess was 
unable to be present as he was 
out of town on business. 

The canvass of the votes in the 
recent election of city councilmen 
was officially made and recorded 
during the meeting under the di- 


rection of City Attorney James | 


O’Keefe. Eleven absentee ballots 
were counted and totals added to 
those already recorded.

The re-elected councilmen ex- 
pressed their appreciation to the 
citizens of Menlo Park for the 
confidence shown. 

Mayor Belangie congratulated 
the re-elected board members at 
the same time showing regret that 
only about 26 per cent of the reg- 
istered voters went to the polls. 


While deploring the “apathy”, 
he commended the three men 
who were defeated saying that 
they could take pride in the 
fact that they offered their serv- 
ice to the city. These men may 
be called upon from time to 
time, Belangie stated, to give 
opinions on various matters. 

Councilman Lawson added that 
it was regretable that six men 
were willing to give their time 
to serve the city for four years, 
but not many citizens were will- 
ing to give the time to vote. 

In other business, Mayor Be- 
langie asked City Manager Cecil 
Longson togarrange a joint meet- 
ing with the City Council of Palo 
Alto and interested persons re- 
garding the problem of trucking 
traffic. A letter from the Traffic 
Safety commission, signed 
John R. Johnson, pointed out that 
the problem was one of the area 
and not peculiar to any one city.

It had previously been assumed 
by observers that the campaigns 
of Estberg and Breeden would be 
more closely allied with that of 
Wheeler, since the three had been 
associated on an informal com- 
mittee which: “plugged” for set- 
ting a $1.50 permissive tax rate 
maximum measure on the May 21 
school district ballot, on the basis 
that it would be “more saleable 
to voters than the $1.75 demanded 
in petitions signed by 2100 of the 
Menlo Park Elementary School 
District’s voters. 

All six candidates for the school 
board have lined up solidly be- 
hind the measure calling for a 
tax rate ceiling of $1.75. They 
agree that it may never be neces- 
sary to use the full amount. 
ANNOUNCES ACCEPTANCE 

In announcing his acceptance 
of the campaign chairmanship of 
Estberg and Breeden, Knapp ex- 
plained that, in his view, the can- 
didates elected in the forthcoming 
campaign were separate in im- 
portance to the passage of the tax 
rate measure. 

Without this, the school dis- 
trict’s tax rate ceiling would re- 
vert from its present $1.50 per 
$100 assessed valuation to a legal 
maximum of 90 cents per $100

Three candidates for election to 
the Menlo Park School District 
board of trustees—James Black, 
John C. (Bud) Davenport, and in- 
cumbent’ chairman Ben Holland— 
yesterday presented a joint report 
on the school district. 

Their statement came after 
questions were put to them by 
voters during a score of meetings 
held throughout the past two 
weeks in Menlo Park and Ather- 
ton homes. 

They said: . 

1. With the exception of only 
one class—instrumental music 
—everything now being taught 
in the Menlo Park’ elementary 
schools is in the curriculum be- 
cause it is required by state 
law. : 

2. Operating costs of the schools 
—including feachers’ salariés— 
are close to the county average on 
a cost-per-student basis, and low- 
er than the costs in such compar- 
able districts as Las Lomitas, 
Hillsborough and Burlingame. 

3. Building costs of the Menlo 
Park schools have been far lower 
than the average for the entire 
state of California. Bales 

4. Independent surveys have re- 
peatedly shown that Menlo Park 
school. children are making re- 
cords substantially above the na- 
tional average in reading, writing 
and arithmefic. 

NOT A SLATE = 

The three candidates will face 
the voters at the May 21 election. 
Although they are not running as 
a slate for-the three vacancies, 
they agreed as individuals on a 
policy of providing a.complete ed- 
ucation, under the law, with the 
greatest possible economy.

5. And they all favor a per- 
missive tax rate of $1.75? 

A. Every one of the six candi- 
dates has publicly urged us. to 
vote for the $1.75 tax rate. 

6. What is a “permissive” 
tax? 

A. Since the state maximum 
rate for schools was set during 
the depression, it is totally inade- 
quate today. A permissive rate is 
a ceiling or maximum rate set by 
local voters, below which the 
board of trustees must operate.

School trustees point out that, 
for the 1954-55 school year, they | 
should be able to operate, with- | 
out cutting the district’s DRORTaeA, | 
on less than $1.50 per $100 assess- | 
ed valuation. 


All candidates for election to! 
the board have pledged them. | 
selves to exercise every economy, | 
so that it may never be necessary | 
to use the full maximum rate. 

The district is currently op- 
erating under a permissive tax | 
rate maximum of $1.50 per $100 | 
assessed valuation. But, in keep- 
ing with the expressed will of 
the voters in a March 9 elec- | 
tion, this maximum is to be 
allowed to lapse. | 

If the special measure on the} 
May 21 ballot is also turned down 
by the voters, the permissive tax 
rate maximum will be set at 90! 
cents per $100 assessed valuation, | 
as provided in the state law. 

The district is currently oper- | 
ating on a rate of $1.454 per $100 
assessed valuation. Thus it can 
be seen that a drastic reduction 
in the school district’s income 
will become a reality, should the | 
ballot measure for the $1.75 per 
$100 assessed valuation fail. 

How much it would be reduced 
has been the subject of study by 
a research subcommittee of the 
Citizen’s Committee for the Menlo 
Park Elementary School District.

The study clearly indicates, 
says the committee, that the edu- 
cational program of the school 
district will have to be curtailed 
in proportion to the loss of in- 
come, should the measure fail.

Making use of a report on fu- 
ture enrollments, compiled by the 
committee, comparing it with one 
by Planning Consultant Harold F. 
Wise, and using also the school 
district’s official enrollment re- 
ports, county assessment figures, 
comparative figures supplied by 
the county superintendent of 
schools and data dealing with 
state apportionments, the re- 
searchers submitted their conclu- 
sions, a detailed report tending 
to confirm that the education of 
Menlo Park’s children will suffer 
if the $1.75 permissive tax rate} 
maximum proposal is turned 
down. 

Comparing the cost of operat- 
ing Menlo Park’s schools with 
costs of other school districts 
in the county, the researchers 
also pointed out that caution 
should be used, because they do 
not show how much education 
is being given.

“Tt is significant that those dis- 
tricts whose expenditures were 
lowest in 1952-53 have increased 
their costs this year very substan- 
tially,” says the research report.

This is the type of thing every Menlo Park voter and taxpayer 
should know about his schools before he allows his vote to be 
influenced by careless, incompetent accusations and by irresponsi- 
ble implications and innuendoes broadcast by ill-informed indi- 
viduals who have—or only vaguely suspect they have—an axe to 
guind. 

So, more than ever this year, we hail Public Schools Week. 

During the.week there will be many special events designed 
to acquaint the taxpayers and the parents with the work, the 
policies and methods of the schools. We urgently recommend that 
every thinking citizen take advantage of this timely opportunity.

Program 

Stymied =|

Failure of the park bond issue 
to quite get a simple majority 
leaves a question as to future pol- 
icy in the development of city 
parks. 

Interpreted simply, a majority 
of those voting (and those who do 
not vote cannot be considered in 
establishing city policy) did not 
wish to expend additional money 
to carry out a city-wide parks pro- 
gram. 

This eliminates, therefore, the 
proposed school-city joint pro- 
gram on school grounds as well 
as the development of new 
parks in the Willows and Belle 
Haven. 

The joint school-city program 
was one which made a lot of sense 
from a taxpayer standpoint, 

Unfortunately the available 
school grounds in the Ravenswood 
School District are inadequate for 
parks so that new site acquisition 
was necessary there. 

The Oak Knoll and Hillview 
school sites will always be availa- 
ble for a park program, but the 
Willows site will shortly be gone 
forever, and the Belle Haven site 
also may be expected to be devel- 
opd in homes soon. 

Would it be equitable to con- 
Struct parks on the Oak Knoll 
aud Hillview sites out of cur- 
rent funds over future years? I 
think the answer is no, for we 
could not conduct a similar pro- 
gram for the eastern portion of 
the city. 

It would be possible for Belle 
Haven and the Willows, if they 
wanted their parks badly enough, 
to form assessment districts for 
acquisition of the land sites. Then 
a program of gradual improve 
ment out of current funds would 
become feasible. The demand for 
the assessment districts must, of 
course, come from the residents of 
these areas. 

* # * 

It was a matter of some embar- 
assment to me to read in the news 
columns of a local daily paper 
that the city council incumbents 
gave a post-election party, sending 
out invitations in advance to a 
“victory celebration.” 

Actually, the celebration was 
given by the chairmen of the com- 
mittee which sponsored us and 
worked for our re-election. 

Such “cockiness” upon the 
part of a campaign committee is 
wholly in the American tradi- 
tion, but were the incumbents 
themselves to have smuggly 
sent invitations to a victory cel- 
ebration, they could well be ae- 
cused, as was a TV star recent- 
ly, of having “lost their humili- 
ty.” 

This I can assure readers was 
not the case. There was much ner- 
vousness until the returns started 
to come in. 

For myself, I am deeply appre- 
ciative of the large vote given to 
me, and will do my best to deserve 
it through my future actions.

Public law 550, which is the 
Korean equivalent of the GI Bill 
of Rights, provides for education- 
al allowances, vocational counsel- 
ing and home or business loans 
for the new civilian. 

Under the same law, job-seek- 
ing veterans have a backlog of un- 
employment compensation pay- 
ments to,draw upon, Meanwhile, 
assistance from special employ- 
ment representatives is available 
to them. .

It was emphasized by Granger 
that this is the barest outline of 
veterans’ privileges. To “cover the 
field,” a volume would be requir- 
ed. At some point in every veter- 
an’s planning, he should survey 
his benefits. A good way to do 
that is to make.a call at the veter- 
ans service office, Redwood ‘City.

At the same etection, voters 
will be asked to raise the permis- 
sive ceiling on the tax rate from 
the present level of $1.50 to $1.75. 
This year the actual rate has been 
held under the ceiling at a figure 
of approximately $1.45. 

“What this actually means,” 
Davenport said, “is that the 
board would have the power in 
case of an emergency to obtain 
the needed additional funds.” 

At the present rate of $1.45, for 
example, the owner of a home 
with a fair market value of $20,000 
is paying an elementary school 
tax of approximately $65. Even if 
the rate had to be increased up to 
the ceiling of $1.75, his additional 
tax would amount to less than 
$14 for the full year. 

“We do not know, at this time 
wi ether it would ever be neces- 
sary to use the complete’ in- 
crease,” claimed Holland. “But if 
costs continue to rise, we will 
have to face them. We will con- 
tinue to press for economical ed- 
ucation, but I do not believe the 
people of Menlo Park and Ather- 
ton will ever accept cheap educa- 
tion.” 

COMPARES FIGURES _ 

Black pointed to the tax ceil- 
ings now in effect in other major 
San Mateo county school district. 

“In comparison with other dis- 
tricts,” he said, ‘Menlo has 
achieved a creditable record for 
economy. It is my belief and my 
hope that we can do still better, 
but we cannot do it, legally or 
morally, by cutting teachers’ sal- 
aries, overcrowding our schoo! 
rooms, or teaching nothing but 
the ‘three R’s’.” 

The «three candidates noted 
that these figures have been 
available to anyone as a matter 
of public record. 

Despite the competition for ma- 
terials, labor and the availability 


lof contractors during this period 


of intense growth, they said, the 
last thre? schools built here were 
constructed at a cost of less than 
$12 per square foot. The same con- 
struction figures for the entire 
state are now estimated at $16 to 
$19 per square foot. 

“The designs of our schools are 
in accord with all state require- 
ments, the general needs of the 
area, and the practical use of our 
children,” the candidates stated.

Pfanners Study ay 
Possible Change 
In Fire Zones 


Menlo Park city planning com- 
missioners are currently studying 
a proposed change in the city’s 
fire zone, with an eye to keeping 
it an effective control on types of 
construction, but not a determin- 
ant of land use. 

The proposed change was sug- 
gested by City Building Inspector 
James Steiger Monday night. 

He pointed out that in recent 
weeks, the commissjon has had to 
recommend three amendments to 
the city’s fire zone, to allow oth- 
erwise legal construction of serv- 
ice stations facing El Camino Re- 
al. 

Following a survey of the city 
by Steiger and Fire Marshal 
Chief Edwin Wickstrom, it was 
decided that the city as a whole 


should be considered when 
changes in the ordinance are 
contemplated. 


For instance, there has up to 
this time been no official fire zone 
set for the commercial area fac- 
ing Willow road. 

According to the plan proposed 
by Steiger, the central commer- 


cial district will be almost the on-! 


ly “Fire zone 1” left in the city; 
the remainder of the commercial 
areas will be in “fire zone 2.” 

Most of. the .city—the residen- 
tial areas—will be in “fire zone 
3.” F 
Fire zones are graded as to the 
type of construction required. For 
instance, “fire zone 1” requires a 
masonry wall at the property line, 
which can witnstand flame for 
four hours: In “fire zone 3,” build- 
ing setbacks are required.
